USINESS indices like bank clearings, car loadings and electric 


power consumption continue to show a gain over the same

payer to file a separate statement, 
under path, with each return, stat- 
ing: 1. name and address; 2. total 
gross income; 3. total deductions; 4, 
net income; 5. total credits for nor- 
mal tax and 6. tax payable. These 
statements would be made public, 
subject to inspection by any citizen, 
at the office of the local internal 
revenue collector under rules to be 
laid down by the internal revenue 
commissioner. 


Sweeping Provision 


It was the most sweeping public- 
ity provision ever adopted by con- 
gress.

| adian airmail service during 1032-J3 
showed a profit of about $80,000.

‘ We made attempts to have the 
man make restitution,” Grossman 
said, “but he refused on the ground 
that ‘everybody else does it.’ So we 
think it is advisable to reveal to the 
public that this sort of thing is ille­ 
gal. that it means less food for fam- 
| ilies who really need it. Undoubted­ 
ly a great deal of this has been go­ 
ing on. and every case we find will 
be treated similarly.”

of $40 worth of relief a month from 
the County Relief administration. 


Marc J. GroESman, chairman of 


the policy committee, which made 
the recommendation to the relief 
board, said that the man involved 
had been employed steadily since 
1921 and that his family received re- 
lief from November to March, when 
the fraud was discovered. In that 
time, Grossman said, the man earn- 


ed $614.52 and was given an average 
of $40 a month by the CCRA. 


Moreover, Grossman said, the fam- 


ily continually complained about the 
quality of food and clothing provid- 
ed by the relief agency. 


"We made attempts to have the 


man make restitution," Grossman 
said, "but he refused on the ground 
that 'everybody else does it.'

Dillinger Banditry 
Recalls Biddle Bros. 
Of Thirty Years Ago

PITTSBURGH, April 26.—Fears 
that gripped western Pennsylvania 
three decades ago when the killer 
brothers—Ed and Jack Biddle—ter- 
rorized the country-side were re- 
called here today as the nation 
hoped for the capture of the modern 
ace, John Billinger. 


Awaiting -the rope that was to 


take their lives for cold-blooded 
murder, the Biddies escaped from 
"murder's row" in the Allegheny 
county jail in January, 1902. Even 
then, as now, women played an im- 
portant part in furthering the de- 
pradations of outlaws. 
It was the wife of Warden Peter 


K. Soffel, who .aided the ruthless 
killers. 
In addition, she accom- 


panied them as they fled. The mod- 
ern means of transportation—auto- 
mobiles and airplanes—were not 
available to speed them to seclusion 
so the trio rode over the frozen hills 
in a sleigh. 


Freedom Short Lived. 


Their freedom was short lived. 


Armed posses overtook them in But- 
ler county, 40 miles distance. Gun- 
fire cracked the bitter cold. Ed 
and Jack dropped seriously wounded' 
to the snow only to die the follow- 
ing day. 
Fulfilling a promise to 


Mrs. Soffel that he would -rather 
kill her than see her captured, Ed 
wounded her twice before he fell, 
but she recovered and served five 
years in prison for her deed. 


Like the machine-gun henchmen 


of the Dillinger mob, -the Biddle 
brothers were ruthless in their vio- 
lations of all law and order.

the other a city detective, fell befor 
their guns.

DtHinge r Ban ditry 
Recalls Biddle Bros. 
Of Thirty Years Ago

PITTSBURGH, April 26.—Fears 


that gripped western Pennsylvania 
three decades ago when the kUler 
brothers—Ed and Jack Biddle—ter- 
rorized the country-side were re- 
called here today as the nation 
hoped for the capture of the modern 
ace, John Dillinger. 


Awaiting the rope that was to 


take their lives for 
cold-blooded 


murder, the Biddies escaped from 
"murder's row" in the Allegheny 
county jail in January, 1902. Even 
then as now, women played an im- 
portant part in furthering the de- 
pradations of outlaws. 


It was the wile of "Warden Peter 


K. Soflel, who aided the ruthless 
killers. 
In addition, she accom- 


panied them as they fled. The mod- 
ern means ol transportation—auto- 
mobiles 
and 
airplanes—were 
not 


available to speed them to seclusion 
so the trio rode over the frozen hills 
in a sleigh. 


Freedom Short Lived. 


Their freedom was short lived. 


Armed posses overtook them in But- 
ler county, 40 miles distance. Gun- 
fire cracked the bitter cold. 
Ed 


and Jack dropped seriously wounded 
to the snow only -;o die the follow- 
ing day. 
Fulfilling a promise to 


Mrs. 
Soffel that he would rather 


kill her than see her captured, Ed 
wounded her twice before he fell, 
but she recovered and served five 
years in prison for her deed. 


Like the machine-gun henchmen 


of the Dillinger mob, -the Biddle 
brothers were ruthless in their vio- 
lations of all law and order. 
Two 


men. 
one an unresisting storekeeper, 


the other a city detective, fell before 
their guns. 


On other occasions, helpless wom- 


en who found themselves at the 
mercy of the Biddies were attacked. 
Eventually this utter disregard for 
law led to their arrest and convic- 
tion for the slaying of the store- 
keeper. 
The subsequent jailbreak 


was the beginning of the end as the 
Jaw closed in. 


John McNeil, now warden at the 


jail he served as assistant in 1902, 
turned back the pages of time and 
discussed the Biddle boys for a brief 
period today. 


"Ninety robberies in 90 nights." 


he said. 
"That was their record 


that had detectives and police at 
sea." 


Flipping back the pages of the 


jail blotter, he read: 


"Committed April 16, 1901 for the 


murder of T. Kahney, storekeeper— 
June 14, convicted for rmirdev in the 
first degree—June 18, sentenced to 
hang. 


"And 
at 4:15 the morning of Jan- 


uary 30. 1902, they escaped." 


Slapping the book closed, he told 


of their flight. 


Jack complained of being ill to a 


guard, twisted the latter's hand 
when it was thrust through the cell 
bars and got possession of prison 
keys. Grabbing revolvers smuggled 
to them by Mrs. Soffel, they locked 
three guards in a dungeon and fled, 
taking the warden's wife who had 
fallen in love with brother Ed. Be- 
hind remained her husband and 
their four children.

They believe he could be 
captured without so much hullaba- 
loo. 


Dillinger Desperate. 


"Big, 
bad men, such as Dillinger, I 


in my experience, are easier to. 
handle than the smooth-faced, top- . 
hatted crooks," said one "old-timer" j 
at the Yard. "Dillinger is desper- 
ate with the coward's desperation; 
not with courage. 


"Maybe he can shoot, but he can't 


out-wit a systematic man-hunt. 


"I think the fault lies with those 


trying to overpower him with guns 
and muscle instead of playing him ! 
out like a fisli on the end of a hook." 


Another skilled man-hunter inti- 


mated he did not envy the task of 
the American officers, although he j 
did not entirely approve of their 
methods. 


"Believe mo." this veteran detec- 


tive said. "I prefer to stay in this 
country and play safe and certain, 
catching plenty of crooks, big and 
little, without such terrible risks as 
they are taking in America. It is 
better to get a pension, in the long 
run, than to get headlines in the 
newspapers, bu'lets and faded glory. 


Are Too Anxious. 


"Dillinger killed your boys who 


were too anxious to take him. "Why 
not take it easy and give him time 
to lull himself into a feeling of se- 
curity and then nab him when good 
and ready. 
Without hurting any- 


body except Dillinger." 


Despite the difficulties of the 


American police in apprehending 
Dillinger, the British police believe 
the desperado knows the game is up 
and has decided to fight to the last 
ditch, preferring a bullet in his 
heart to the "hot seat."
